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Ford set 
to seek aid 
for NYC 


WASHINGTON (IT n - President 
Ford has decided to seek federal aid for 
financially troubled New York City, ad­ 
ministration sources said today 
They said Ford probably will outline 
his plan for helping New York at a news 
conference tonight The White House an­ 
nounced that Ford will hold a news con­ 
ference at 7 30 p m and will make a 
brief opening statement on New York 
The sources said F'ord believes that 
New York State. New York City, bankers 
and unions have acted to justify his 
recommending the federal government 
coming to their aid 
The sources said Ford also believes 
New York City has reached a state of be­ 
ing in at least technical default — beine 
unable to meet payments on short term 
loan debts between now and March 
The President has insisted for months 
he would not favor aid for the city unless 
it was in default and unless state, city, 
union and banking officials took neces­ 
sary self-help action 
According to the sources. Ford was 
surprised that New York Gov, Hugh L 
Carey and the state legislature managed 
and took the action they have in league 
with New York bankers and unions. They 
said the President had not expected 
them to act so decisively. 


Their action in putting together a mul­ 
tibillion dollar self-help program justifies 
presidential action now. Ford believes, 
according to the sources. 


Administration sources said Ford’s 
decision to come to the aid of the city did 
not mark the President reversing 
himself. 


They said Ford all along has favored 
federal aid for the city if the city was in 
default and if city and state officials took 
necessary corrective action. This has oc­ 
curred, they said. 


The President gave no sign of seeking 
Congressional action to send dollars to 
the city Administration sources indicat­ 
ed aid would be In the form of guarantees 
for loans taken out by the city. 


State legislators in Albany late Tues­ 
day approved a $205 million city tax 
package. Earlier, trustees of the City 
Teachers’ Retirement System agreed to 
invest another $1 billion in city 
securities. Bankers also agreed to 
refinance $11 billion in state and city 
notes as part of an overall $9.4 billion 
plan to keep the city solvent 


Carey predicted Tuesday there would 
be “a surge of confidence” in the city if 
Ford announced he would seek help for 
the city. 


Energy staff tells 
contingency plans 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The state 
Energy Commission’s staff says curtail­ 
ing business and industrial operations 
should be done ‘‘only as the last resort” 
in conserving energy during a shortage 
in California. 
The suggestion was contained in a 
proposed energy shortage contingency 
plan submitted to the commission by the 
staff Tuesday. The commission next 
month will hold hearings on the proposal 
and adopt a contingency plan. 
Other energy saving suggestions in the 
proposal included a Sunday ban on driv­ 
ing, turning off lights in store windows 
and electrical signs, and electrical 
utilities switching from natural gas, 
which is in short supply, to another fuel 
The staff said ‘‘the final step” in con­ 
serving energy would be to curtail 
business and industrial operations, ad­ 
ding, ‘‘We should do so only as a last 
resort.” 
It said partial shutdowns would involve 
‘‘lost production, lost employment and 
lost income” and “provide the most cost­ 
ly and least desirably way to save 
e n e r g y .” The sta ff said it w as 
questionable whether the state has the 
legal right to impose such shutdowns.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Attorney 
General Edward Levi has ordered the 
Justice Department to review an FBI in­ 
vestigation into the assassination of 
Martin Luther King Jr. and advise him 
whether to order it re-opened, it was an­ 
nounced today. 


A Justice Department spokesman said 
Levi took the action “in view of” dis­ 
closures before the Senate intelligence 
committee that the FBI conducted a 
program of harassing the late civil rights 
leader for seven years prior to his death 
in 1968 


King, head of the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference and winner of a 
Nobel Peace Prize for his crusade on 
behalf of blacks, was shot to death at a 
motel during a visit to Memphis, Tenn. 


“I have asked Assistant Attorneys 
General J. Stanley Pöttinger and 
Richard L. Thornburgh to review the file 
and recommend to me whether the in­ 
vestigation should be re-opened,” Levi 
said in a statement released by the 
Justice Department. 


Pöttinger is head of the department’s 
civil rights division and Thornburgh head 
of the criminal division. 


Labor law officials 
outline problems 
of implementation 


FRESNO (U PI) - Regional ad­ 
ministrators of the new Agricultural 
Labor Relations Board today told state 
legislators intimidation and a lack of 
education were among problems en­ 
countered in implementing the new farm 
labor law. 
Barry Bennett, director of the ALRB 
Fresno office, told members of the State 
Senate Industrial Relations and Assem­ 
bly Labor Relations Committees at a 
Fresno hearing one of the major 
problems was educating growers and 
farm workers on their rights under the 
new law. 
“We found numerous incidents of in­ 
timidation activity, mainly on the super­ 
visor level on the ranches,” Bennett 
said “Many times we found the workers 
didn’t know what rights they had under 
the law and the supervisors didn’t realize 
what they were doing was considered in­ 
timidation ” 
Bennett said other problems resulted 
from the brief seven-day period in which 
the board must prepare and conduct an 
election after a request is filed. 
But Bennett echoed the statements of 
ALRB chairman Bishop Roger Mahony 
that the problems in the new law could 
be worked out through regulation 
changes rather than legislative changes.

Eldon Elam said he will pay the first 
quarter of his 1976 premiums while sur­ 
geon Dr John D Sawyer remarked, “ I 


won't be doing surgery if I have to pay 
$31.000 in premiums “ 
“It IS unlikely I will practice without 
insurance ” he said later 
Orthopaedic surgeiMi Dr Jean Michels 
stated she will either quit medicine or 
continue only her office practice and 
cease performing surgery 


Doctors Robert E Staff. Wallace S 
Marsh and L E Heiges Jr reported that 
they will practice medicine without 
malpractice insurance and. according to 
Dr Staff, “face perpetual bankruptcy ” 


Th«* hospital board of directors at­ 
tended the meeting at the invitation of 
the staff and outlined what they plan to 
do on Dec 8, the date .set bv the directors 


to decide what they will do about the 
malpractice premium crisis facing the 
hospital 
\ccord in g to chairm an Harold 
Thompson the board will likely vote to 
self insure the hosjMtal indemnity the 
emergency room doctors and the 
anesthetists and drop the requirement 
that all staff doctors must carry 
malpractice insurance coverage 
If the hospital does not become self 
insured. It will have to pay $144 000 in 
premiums in l97S-’76 
About the m eeting. Ken Wicks, 
hospital admini.strator. said this mom 
mg. “It looks like we are going to have 
doctors here and it lo<iks like the hospital 
IS going to function ” 
Trustees to face controversial 
issues after first of the year 


The FBI has been given credit for 
tracking down King’s convicted slayer, 
James Earl Ray. who is serving a life 
prison sentence in Tennessee for the kill­ 
ing. 
Justice Department spokesman John 
Wilson said Levi sent memos to Pöt­ 
tinger and Thornburgh last Monday and 
emphasized his action was not in itself a 
re-opening of the investigation and said 
Levi has no indication that the original 
investigation was less than thorough. 
Levi, in fact, said he had been advised 
by a Justice Department attorney that 
the FBI made an “incredibly gooid” in­ 
vestigation into King’s death and there 
was no indication that the FBI may have 
pulled its punches 
The Senate Select Committee on 
Intelligence revealed this month that the 
late FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover con­ 
sidered King a “dangerous” black leader 
and instructed agents to do all they could 
to blunt his effectiveness 
Agents sent King one anonymous letter 
suggesting that he commit suicide rather 
than face disgrace on some undisclosed 
allegations, the committee said 
Assemblyman Adams told the commit­ 
tee earlier this month he could find “no 
statutory basis or justification” for some 
25 harassment actions against King. 
Adams said the actions were taken 
because the FBI feared what he called 
“communist connections” with King — 
connections which he said were never 
substantiated.

It will be after the first of the year 
before trustees of Lompoc Unified 
School District come to grips with the on- 
campus smoking issue, school closures 
and the hot lunch program 
That was the word last night during a 
regular school board meeting Schools 
Supt Clarence Bloom said he hoped to 
have results of a study on school closures 
before the board at the first regular 
meeting in January The timetable for 
the on-campus smoking issue and the hot 
lunch program remained unclear, 
however, although state law effective in 
January permits school boards to set 
aside smoking areas on high school cam­ 
puses 
At the outset of the meeting, however, 
Alberta Morgan, speaking from the 
audience leveled criticism at the board 
on a number of questions She said there 
was no school board agenda at Lompoc 
Library this week for public scrutiny and 
she criticized the 7 p m beginning hour 
for regular meetings as too early for 
women who had to prepare dinner for 
their families. She also criticized the 
board’s new practice of grouping a 
variety of agenda items in a consent 
calendar that is approved by one vote of 
the trustees She said members of the 
audience should have the right to have a 
full discussion of particular items if they 
choose 
Later she challenged the use of the 
word “loyalty” in official job descrip­ 
tions. She likened the word to factors 
that had led to Watergate in the White 
House. On the question of district 
finances. Ms. Morgan questioned the 
retention of $1.67 million of so-called 
windfall monies in a contingency fund 
when the district was laboring under 
deficit financing. 
The board took the following actions 
after brief explanations on each of the 
subjects raised by Ms Morgan- 


— Approved advance warrants at $180 
each for school board members, the 
superintendent, the assistant superinten­ 
dent in charge of instruction, and Jay 
Ratcliff to attend the California School

Noted that enrollment increased by 
26 students during the second school 
month over the first month The total 
enrollment stands at 10.976 .students 
Received a financial report from the 
county showing the district is operating 
on a budget of $17 338 million, revenues 
of $15 321 million, and a deficit of $2 017 
million 
However, district business 
manager Joe Carlin told the board the 
budget includes the $1 67 million, and if 
that amount was subtracted from the 
paper deficit, it would show the real

John Martin, president of LEDA, told 
the assembled group that eight years of 
effort by LEDA has been for naught, 
“ We are totally dependent upon 
Vandenberg AFB and the uncertainty 
that goes with that.” he declared “The 
problem is no longer ours alone, it 
'equires the backing of the whole com­ 
munity ” 
Martin said that the objective of 
LEDA was to set up an ad hoc committee 
to explore all avenues of generating 


txoiioiiiic development. 
Charles Carmichael, executive direc­ 
tor of LEDA, said that the role of LP^DA 
IS to stabilize the economics of the valley 
and to find new sources of dollars He 
reviewed the efforts of LEDA citing par­ 
ticularly the lack of industrial facilities 
as the specific reason for stifled growth 
A slide movie presentation was made 
on the development of industrial parks 
Carmichael told the audience of the ef­ 
forts that LEDA has made to secure such 
a facility 
“We have received many queries con­ 
cerning industrial facilities up to 40.0(X) 
square feet and we cannot satisfy the 
customer,” he declared He added the 
LEDA has advertised for industrial park 
developers to the point of paying finding 
fees, met frequently with out-of-town 
developers, local realtors and others all 
to no avail. 
“We are off the beaten track, we have 
no jet airport facility.” he continued 
“ But these are excuses, not reasons” 
Carmichael outlined what he termed 
“ stumbling blocks” to securing in­ 
dustrial square foot facilities These in­ 


cluded 
— A need to waive building fees until 
100.000 square feet construction 
— A need to lower off site building 
costs through utilization of block fund 
grant monies or other funding 
— A need to push the federal govern­ 
ment to transfer some of their adjacent 
lands for development 
A need to relocate the Southern 
Pacific rail yards 
— A need to create an industrial utility 
rate 
— A need to take advantage of all 
federal programs for such development

The County Water Agency 
took the first major step Tues­ 
day aimed at “ stretching" ex­ 
isting wa te r supplies by 
authorizing a special study for 
conjunctive use of the Santa 
Ynez River supply and ground 
water basins 
Water Agency directors -■ 
who are the county supervisors 
— voted 4-0 to approve the 
recommendation of the agen­ 
cy’s engineer-manager. Charles 
H Lawrance. that the staff set 
up a proposal for a hydrology 
and engineering study by a con­ 
sultant firm 
Lawrance estimated the cost 
in excess of $50.000 
Alth o u g h 
m o v i n g 
for 
authorization of the study. 
Supervisor P'rancis H Beattie 
of Lompoc, voiced the concern 
of downriver water users that 
such use in relation to South 
Coast groundwater basins 
might “ be at the expense of the 
llvestream agreement’’ insur­ 
ing a supply for property 
owners below the Cachuma 
Reservoir 
Lawrance said the study was 
in accord with a program 
adopted last winter by the 
agency directors involving a 
two-phased effort to resolve the 
county’s future plans for water 
supply He said this included a 
“ determination of the amount 
of additional water, if any. 
which might be diverted from 
the Santa Ynez River for use in 
the South Coast area” 
Primary benefits of such a 
program would be for the South 
Coast, three of whose five 
water purveyor agencies have 
water moratoriums due to scar­ 
city of supplies, 
Lawrance 
showed 
But any such program could 
be years away from reality, it 
was stressed, as a Federal En­ 
vironmental Impact Statement 
( E I S ) would be required 
Counting time spent on revi­ 
sions and review, this could 
consume a two-year period, it 
was estimated 
Beattie retorted that this 
seemed “ stupid” to him and 
questioned environmental im­ 
pact of such a program 
But Lawrance pointed out 
that lowering of Cachuma 
Reservoir could have an effect 
on Its recreational use. and Dr 
Linda Phillips, of the Cachuma 
Water Release Board, pointed 
out that such a program could 
affect ground water quality as 
well 
The directors approved a mo­ 
tion by Supervisor James M 
Slater to have the Bureau of 
Reclamation, which oversees 
the Cachuma Project, made 
aware of the county’s interest 
in conjunctive use Also it was 
agreed to contact Congres­ 
sional representatives to push 
for sufficient funding for the 
E IS seen as required 


County Water Advisory Com­ 
mit tee chairman 
W illiam 
Bollay said the Bureau of 
Reclamation 12 years ago urged 
the Goleta (bounty Water 
District to make conjunctive 


use of its groundwater basin 
and ( arhuma surface water 
and said such a proposal would 
be ideal for the J^uth (’oast 
agencies as a whole 
It has 
never been done by either the 
old water board or the new 
water board which came in four 
years ago, he said 
Dr Phillips said she felt the 
Water Agency should prepare a 
plan that was “ fair to both the 
South ('oast and the Santa Ynez 
River area” 
She said the (Cachuma Water 
Release Board unanimously 
supports the Lawrance recom­ 
mendation and added she was 
“ distressed" to hear Lawrance 
say that the South Coast would 
benefit primarily, as “ Santa 
Ynez has a conjunctive use on 
their side of the river ’’ 


Beattie emphasized 
that 
“ we’re not against conjunctive 
use. but we are concerned with 
drafting water from one area to 
aid another” 


He added “ our wells are go­

were doing the right things and 
had conducted every conceiva­ 
ble test.” 
Meanwhile. Miss Cameron’s 
mother said Tuesday she was 
never notified of the court rul­ 
ing 
Losiel Cam eron said in 
Portland. Ore., a telephone call 
from a reporter was the first 
word she had of the death of her 
daughter. 
"Nobody told us or asked us.” 
Mrs Cameron said, sobbing " I 
hate those courts. They were 
supposed to call us before — 
There should be a law so the 
courts can’t take such decisions 


out of our hands ” 
Dr 
Maurice Nicholsen. a 
Honolulu neurosurgeon who 
conducted two brain wave tests 
on the woman and found no sign 
of life, said Tuesday she was

Social scien tists, college 
deans, teachers and others peer 
at contemporary college stu­ 
dents and say — “They're dif­ 
ferent" from those of the six­ 
ties." 
Such an observation takes no 
great 
ta len t 
in 
a n a ly sis. 
Today's students are not the 
same humans that filled the 
schools in the sixties. 
Nevertheless, there’s a cer­ 
tain amount of nostalgia along 
the academ ic trail for the 
generation gap that so plainly 
showed in the sixties. 
No administrator wants to br­ 
ing back the riots of these years 
but many would like students 
who aren’t carbon copies of 
their parents 
At Parent’s Day Kingman 
Brewster, president of Yale, 
recently told the Moms and 
Dads he som etim es “ grows 
nostalgic for the generation 
gap ’’ 
"Parents, these students are 
just like you.” he said. 
The parents, and I am one, 
didn’t know whether to be 
thrilled or depressed by the 
remark. 
Dr. Ronald Jackson, dean of 
student life at the University of 
Rochester since 1966, has done 
something better than just 
make puzzling remarks about 
the different crops of students. 
Back in 1967 he spoke and 
wrote about "Salvation, Trial 
and Individualism"—a report 
actually on attitudes of Roches­ 
ter students of the sixties. And 
recently he polled contempo­ 
rary students—probing their at­ 
titudes. 


Highlights of the two reports: 
—In 1960s students showed 
great faith in the idea of educa­ 
tion as key to everything 
desirable in life. Education had 
virtually replaced religion as 
the new salvation. 
—Students of the sixties dis­ 
played a kind of basic anxiety 
and an alienation from adults 
u n p a r a llele d 
in p rev io u s 
generations 
This showed in 
clothes, manners, morals, poli­ 
tics 
—Students of the sixties saw 
themselves as a people untested 
and very much in need of trials 
by which they could prove their 
worth to themselves and to 
others 
—Students of the seventies 
have far less faith in education 
as a means of solving social or 
individual problems. 
—In contrast to the sixties 
when they felt no sense of 
physical challenge, students to­ 
day are much more involved in 
the challenge represented by 
jobs, professional training and 
earning a living in general. 
—Job goals of today’s incom­ 
ing students are tending to he 
broader than previously. This 
might mean a lessening of in­ 
dividual stress attributable to 
intense com petition for en­ 
trance to one of only a few 
careers.

No way out 


Hang on to your hats, the 
U.S. Postal Service reports 
they are in further economic 
trouble. Trouble isn’t really 
the proper description, 
“ grave” financial condition 
would be more appropriate. 
Ever since the Postal Ser­ 
vice was created, it has been 
nigh near impossible to put the 
system on a sound financial 
basis. 
In a recent interview. Post­ 
master General Benjamin F. 
Bailar laid it on the line. The 
Postal Service, mandated by 
Congress to become self- 


supporting, ran up a $1.5 
billion debt as of last July 1 
and is losing about $6.7 million 
a day. No business can exist 
very long with those statistics. 
Bailar will take some moves 
to eliminate the accumulated 
debt. Rate increases will go 
into effect December 28 which 
will, hopefully, wipe out 
operating deficit but not the ac­ 
cumulated debt. He intends to 
cut back overtime work, halt 
hiring of permanent employes 
and order “ involuntary reas­ 
signment” of excess employes 
at any facility. 


This, he feels, will still not 
be enough 


We believe that soon we, the 
consumer, will be without 
special delivery service which 
is a money loser at 60 cents a 
letter. It is also expected that 
soon we will be without Satur­ 
day mail service. Some rural 
post offices are certain to be 
eliminated. 


To be self-supporting, it is 
further certain that the ser­ 
vice of the Postal Service will 
be diminished. It is probably 
the only way it can go.

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Hoover's dirty tricks 


WASHINGTON - The F B I’s under­ 
cover campaign to besmirch the late Dr 
Martin Luther King was even more in­ 
credible than the recent Senate hearings 
revealed. 
It began, as the testimony showed, 
with the late J Edgar Hoover The can­ 
tankerous FBI chief developed a boiling 
hatred for King during 
the turbulent 1960s 
Some suspect that 
Hoover 
became 
jealous of King's 
Nobel peace prize, an 
honor the old man had 
coveted for himself 
Others say Hoover 
simply became con­ 
vinced, altogether 
falsely, that the civil 
rights leader was a 
com m unist sym ­ 
pathizer.

From close associates of both an­ 
tagonists. we have now pieced together 
more of the compelling story 
Early in the 1960s. the FBI began 
monitoring King’s activities Some of his 
hotel rooms were bugged One of the 
types contained a replay of an uproarious 
party, which he had attended at 
Washington’s old Willard Hotel. 
The FBI director and his trusted 
sidekick. Clyde Tolson, conspired 
together to send this embarrassing tape 
to King’s wife. Coretta The idea dis­ 
turbed the subordinates who were 
ordered to carry out the blackmail plot. 
But in those days, no one in the FBI 
dared to stand up to the formidable 
Hoover. 
Upon Hoover’s instructions, the tapes 
were doctored in the FBI lab to bring out 
King’s voice, loud and clear. Then the 
tape was carefu lly cleaned of 
fingerprints or telltale evidence that 
might link it to the FBI 
The tape was packed in a seven-inch 
reel box. which was also sanitized of 
fingerprints Hoover’s orders were, as 
one aide recalls, to mail it “ from a 
southern state’’ to Coretta King in 
Atlanta 
An FBI agent, unaware of the contents 
of the poisonous package, was dis­ 
patched by plane to Florida to mail it 
This was the sole purpose of his plane 
trip 


The vindictive Hoover also ordered 
that a separate message, suggesting 
suicide, should be mailed to King 
himself It was typed, according to one 
source, on an old typewriter, with a 
smudgy, red-and-black ribbon. 
The civil rights leader later speculated

that Hoover got the suicide idea from 
reports that King as a child has tried to 
injure himself following the death of a 
beloved grandmother. Our FBI sources 
doubt, however, that Hoover knew about 
this childhood incident. 
In any event, the diabolical message 
suggested that King had only 34 days to 
take the “ one way out.” The 34 days 
coincided with the date he was supposed 
to receive the Nobel prize in Oslo 
Clearly, the suicide suggestion and the 
scurrilous tape were timed to hit King 
with a one-two punch. But the FBI had 
not reckoned with the enormous 
workload at King's Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference. For weeks, the 
group had been collecting tapes of King s 
speeches for posterity. 
The FBI material, therefore, was 
buried in the pileup of tapes and mail. 
Dr. King showed up in Oslo, accepted the 
award and returned home, quite un­ 
aware that he had been invited by the 
FBI to kill himself 
As King’s friends recall, it was Coretta 
who eventually opened the package from 
Florida. One friend has the impression 
that the letter was sent in the same 
package with the tape. 
Coretta King played part of the 
scratchy, garbled tape and then called in 
her husband. King was aware that the 
FBI was trying to discredit him. He im­ 
mediately concluded that both the tape 
and the letter were the doing of the FBI. 
Next day, he summoned some of his 
closest associates to his Atlanta offices. 
Among them were the Reverends Ralph 
Abernathy. Joseph Lowery and Andrew 
Young 
As they entered. King sighed: “ You d 
think the FBI would understand that 
we’re trying to save America.’’ The 
Nobel laureate showed his colleagues the 
letter. All agreed it was no mere crank 
note but a foolish FBI attempt to get 
King to kill himself Young recalls that 
King chuckled grim ly over the 
preposterousness of the scheme. 
The group also listened carefully to the 
tape, which was often inaudible. But 
King’s voice could be heard making an 
occasional ribald crack There was also 
audible evidence of a sexual interlude. 
They agreed, however, that King was not 
involved in this portion of the tape 


Then the civil rights leader, speaking 
sorrowfully, said he had previously felt 
he could count on the FBI to protect his 
rights. But no longer, he said, could the 
FBI be trusted. 
Footnote: We were the first to report 
on May 24. 1968. that the FBI was bugg­ 
ing and badgering Dr. Martin Luther 
King We reported that the FBI, among 
other things, had spread stories about his 
sex life. 
At the request of King’s associates, we 
investigated the F B I’s smear charges 
against him and published our findings 
on October 9 The Senate hearings have 
now confirmed our revelations.

It isn’t easy to sort out the argument in 
the General Assembly on the Zionist 
question for a number of reasons, prin­ 
cipal among which is that the two sides 
don’t trust one another, and there is 
some reason for this distrust. Our peo­ 
ple, for instance, don’t have any reason 
to believe that the General Assembly of 
the United Nations has 
ever shown any true 
regard for racism un­ 
less it is white racism 
exercised against 
blacks 
Uganda’s 
treatment of its Indian 
population, or the 
treatment by Chinese 
of Tibetans, or by Rus- 
sians of Jews and 
Christians, have never 
been objects of moral 
concern in the General 
Assembly. 


On the other hand, the Arab states 
have quite accurately insisted that the 
concern for Israel in the United States is 
in considerable part owing to political in­ 
fluence. and that American concern for 
displaced Palestinians, although we put 
up a lot of money for them, is not a 
central concern of our foreign policy. 
In this atmosphere, anti-Semitism has 
flourished. The vote the other day did not 
come as a surprise to me, having written 


in a book two years ago. after exposing 
myself to a season’s rhetoric in the 
General Assembly as a U.S. delegate, 
that “ the General Assembly of the 
United Nations has become the world 
center of organized anti-Semitism.’’ 
That is because the distinctions were be­ 
ing abused In the explosion of November 
10, the General Assembly voted a 
Resolution which, in the context of the 
situation, can be called anti-Semitic. 
Now I do not believe that Dr. 
Abadallah al-Sayegh of Kuwait is an anti- 
Semite. though he voted for the resolu­ 
tion. His point is this, that the Zionist 
movement is entirely separate from 
Judaism, that indeed even today, 
although most American Jews support 
Israel, only a minority consider 
themselves Zionist. On the other hand, 
he says, leading Zionists claim that 
Zionism is coextensive with Judaism. 
Seyegh is prepared to say that Zionism’s 
policies in Israel, which grant preemp­ 
tive rights to Jews coming into Israel, at 
the expense of Palestinians ejected from 
Israel, is a “ racist“ policy. 
He errs, in my judgment, by failing to 
take account of the historical circum­ 
stances of the foundation of a Jewish 
State. There has been no resolution of­ 
fered condemning the Japanese as 
racist, yet in Japan the rules of exclusion 
are far stricter than in Israel. In Japan, 
only Japanese may become citizens.

The yearly checkup increases with im­ 
portance the older a person becomes. 
Especially after the age of 40 a person 
should have an annual checkup, to in­ 
clude cancer tests plus the very impor­ 
tant proctoscopic examination for colon- 
rectum cancer. 


As part of this annual observance the 
Society is inviting members of clubs and 
organizations to contact the Society’s 
local office for films or a speaker for any 
meeting.

On the other hand. I find Ambassador 
Moynihan’s fireworks a little overheated 
this time, exhilarated though I am by his 
tendency to candor and by his genuine 
idealism The vote in the United Nations 
that found racism in Zionism, however 
deplorable, was not the equivalent, in the 
excessive phrase of Mr. Moynihan of 
granting symbolic amnesty to the Nazi 
murderers of six million Jewish people. 
The General Assembly, awful as it is, 
has not backed a policy of exterminating 
Zionists. 


What shines through it all is that we 
continue to be hoisted by our own petard. 
The fact of the matter is that we stand to 
suffer the indignities of the General As­ 
sembly of the United Nations only 
because we notice them. Years ago there 
was an organization around called the 
National Students Association, which 
used to meet somewhere every year and 
give out great resolutions at the expense 
of the United States, causing great pain 
to American students who were out of 
sympathy with these resolutions but who 
seemed powerless to express their dis­ 
sent Then, one day, the NSA went too 
far — during the crazy years. And — sud­ 
denly — nobody began to notice. The 
New York Times stopped covering their 
conventions. For all I know they are 
meeting somewhere at the moment, pas­ 
sing a resolution calling for giving 
Manhattan back to the Indians. 
The General Assembly is entitled to an 
American ambassador of the quality of 
Mr. Moynihan to present the American 
position. But please, never ever again 
should our ambassador cast his vote. To 
cast his vote suggests that we submit in 
some undefined way to the authority of 
the General Assembly. Its moral 
authority has no mandate. It is un­ 
validated constitutionally or historically. 
It is better ignored; and, like the NSA. it 
will then go away, and the delegates can 
talk to themselves, and so on jumping 
through the hoops of the Communist 
superpowers.
